WHEN WASHING PAINTED AWALLS 


Of course you 
k now 
your 
painted walls can be 
washed. 
T hat is One of the reasons why 
you selected that particular fin­ 
ish. But did you k now that there 
are a few trick to the washing 
which will aid you immensely in 
the process? 
For instance, a simple 
com­ 
pound which can be made 
in 
any home will be much more ef­ 
ficient than merely soap and 
water. To prepare the solution, 
shav e a cak e of pure, neutral 
white soap into a gallon of boil­ 
ing “water. Dissolv è two ounces 
of glue in a quart qf boiling 
water. Mix the two solutions. If 
you desire, you can add 
a little 
flour to mak e the solution thick ­ 
er. This jelly-lik e compound is 
applied with a soft 
sponge, 
work ing from the bottom up as 
far as your arm reaches, and 
then 
is 
wiped 
down 
witn 
chamois. 
If the wall is quite soiled, the 
addition of a little sal soda 
or 
washing pow’der to the com­ 
pound will mak e it stronger and 
the solution can be applied 
to 
all the wall areh at once. Wash 
off at the end of a few minutes 
with a clean sponge and a pail 
of clear water. 
Another good compound, par­ 
ticularly if there is grease in 
the film, is made by dissolv ing 
one ounce of soap flak es in 
a 
pint of water and adding three 
ounces of gasoline. Stir the mix ­ 
ture v igorously to 
mix it tho­ 
roughly, then apply with a brusn 
or sponge. The gasoline cuts the 
dirt and allows the soap to 
function 
more 
rapidly. 
Of 
course, there must be no open 
fire in the room while this mix-' 
ture is being prepared or applied 
to the wall.

If 
you desire, you can add a littV* 
flour to make the solution thick 
er. This jelly-like compound is 
applied with a soft 
sponge, 


working from the bottom up as 
far as your arm reaches, • and 
then 
is 
wiped down 
with 


chamois. 


If the wall is quite soiled, tn-3 


addition of a little sal soda or 
washing powder to the com- 
pound will make it stronger and 
.the solution can be applied to 
all the wall area at once. Wash 
off at the end of a few minutes 
with a clean sponge and a pail 
of clear water. 
Another good compound, par- 


ticularly if there is grease in 
the film, is made by dissolving 
one ounce of soap flakes in a 
pint of water and adding three 
ounces of gasoline. Stir the mix- 
ture vigorously to mix it tho- 
roughly, then apply with a brush 
or sponge. The gasoline cuts the 
dirt and allows the soap to 
function
